(Concerning  James  ^hotvne 
of  Providence 

J Ames  Browne  was  the  first  Rhode  An  Ks- 
I slander  who  wrote  on  local  affiiirs  ^^^'y^ 
purely  from  the  point  of  view  of 
historical  interest.  Earlier  writers  left 
records  and  memoranda  of  historical 
value,  but  their  documents  were  pre- 
pared either  as  contemporaneous  rec- 
ords or  as  evidence  in  disputes,  and  not 
as  historical  compilations. 

James  Browne  was  born  at  Provi-  Hu  Rdi- 
dence  in  1666.  He  was  the  son  of  El-  s^^'^^/^''- 
der  John  Browne  and  his  wife,  Mary  '"^^^'"^ 
Elolmes.   His  paternal  grandfather, 
Chad  Browne,  was  Pastor  of  the  Bap- 
tist Church  at  Providence,  and  his 
mother's  father,  Obadiah  Holmes, was 
Pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  New- 
port. Brought  up  from  such  an  inherit- 
ance, it  is  not  surprising  that  he  be- 
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came  an  Elder  and  was  associated  with 
Reverend  Pardon  Tillinghast  and  later 
with  the  Reverend  Ebenezer  Jenckes. 
After  the  death  of  the  latter  on  August 
24,  1726,  James  Browne  became  Pas- 
tor of  the  Church  at  Providence,  an 
office  which  he  held  until  his  death. 
Jl  Civil  He  took  an  active  interest  in  civil 
Official         ^^^]|  religious  affairs.  He  was 

chosen  on  the  Town  Council  in  1705 
and  served  until  17 14,  when  he  became 
I'own  Treasurer.  Alter  live  years  ot  the 
treasurership,  he  returned  to  the  Town 
Council,  bemg  chosen  to  serve  on  that 
body  in  1719,  in  1720,  and  in  1725. 
His  if^ijt'  On  the  1 7'^'of  December,  1 69  i , James 
^Chara-  ^^^^  married   to   Mary,  the 

ur  to  daughter  of  Andrew  Harris.  Like  her 
Himself  husband,  she  was  a  product  of  both 
Providence  and  Newport.  Her  pater- 
nal grandfather  was  the  well-known 
land-speculator  and  controversialist, 
William  Harris,  while  her  maternal 
grandfather  was  Deputy  Richard  Tew, 
who  held  many  important  offices  in  the 
Colony  and  was  mentioned  by  name  in 
the  Chiyter  of  Charles  II.  Jam  s  and 
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Mary  Browne  lived  in  the  family  home- 
stead, which  was  situated  near  the  pres- 
ent jundtion  of  North  Main  and  Ran- 
dall streets  in  Providence.  They  were 
blest  with  seven  sons,  John,  James, 
Joseph,  Andrew,  Obadiah,  Jeremiah, 
and  Klisha,  and  with  three  daughters, 
Martha,  Mary,  and  Anna.  Of  these, 
seven  were  living  when  their  tatherdied 
at  l^rovidence  on  October  28, 

James  Browne  was  at  least  sixteen  He  k,u  iv 
years  old  when  Roger  Williams  died  [^^'^^j^'^'f 
and  must  often  have  seen  him  and 
heard  him  talk.  Mis  account  of  the 
founding  of  the  colony,  while  perhaps 
vaguely  worded  in  places,  is  based  on 
reliable  information  derived  from  the 
early  settlers  themselves.  It  is  evident 
that  he  consulted  the  town's  books  and 
the  deed  of  1661.  His  relation  of  the 
separation  in  the  Baptist  Church  is  that 
of  an  cx-parte  witness  of  the  events 
which  he  narrates.  Told  as  it  is,  with 
his  obvious  mannerisms  and  in  the 
phonetic  spelling  of  that  day,  it  takes 
us  back  to  the  combination  kitchen 
and  sitting-room  ofthe  early  eighteenth

Adv  'ije  to  all  men  to  refuje  Eroi  a?id  chuje  Truth 
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century,  and  while  reading  his  account 
aloud  we  can  well  imagine  ourselves  as 
invisible  listeners  to  the  stirring  de- 
scription of  the  meeting,  which  James 
Browne  deli vered  to  his  wife  and  him- 
ily  upon  his  return  that  stormy  even- 
ing in  I  73  I . 

The  poem  gives  an  interesting  pic-  u'ritim^^s 
ture  of  his  religious  views  and  of  his  ^^/f'^^' 
sincere  desire  for  the  moral  welfare  of  Vo-se 
his  fellow  men.  The  title-page  of  his 
only   surviving   manuscript  sermon, 
which  is  on  the  opposite  page,  likewise 
offers  us  an  insight  into  hi.^  moral  and 
psychic  self.  'V\\\s   sermon   has  the 
length  chara6leristic  of  that  period.  I'o 
modern  readers  its  most  interesting 
portion  is  that  in  which  James  Browne 
contrasts  the  wealth  and  profits  of  an 
importing  merchant  with  the  spiritual- 
ity and  glory  of  a  Christian,  much  to 
the  discredit  of  the  merchant.  Doubt-  His  T>t. 
less  he  little  dreamed  that  in  less  than  a  ^^^^^^^^^^^^ 
century  his  grandsons,  having  founded 
and  built  up  an  importing  business, 
would  have  become  the  most  prosper- 
ous and  leading  merchants  in  the  com- 
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munity.  As  the  Rev.  James  expressed 
it: 

ASirmcM  "The  inarchant  man  allfo  has  his 
great  dehght  to  fee  his  lliop  ful  of  cuf- 
tomors:  and  every  man  coms  to  tread 
witli  him,  one  hiis  out  one  pound  and 
another  tow  pound  and  another  five 
pound,  acording  to  every  mans  ahihte, 
lo  each  man  treads  with  him  which 
indeed  is  dehghttul  and  profitable  to 
the  inarchant  man,  hut  the  man  ot 
God  has  his  delight  when  he  cumes  to 
the  hous  of  God,  where  the  faints  are 
afemhled  togethor,  and  every  one  im- 
proves there  propor  gift,  .  .  . 

"  But  1  fay  that  the  marchant  has  not 
grounds  of  fo  great  comtort  and  con- 
folation  as  the  man  of  God  has,  for  the 
thing  which  the  marchant  is  leboring 
for:  is  unfarting:  and  though  he  gets 
gain  he  knows  not  how  foun  he  may 
bee  taken  from  that  or  that  taken  from 
him,  nethor  doth  he  know  who  flial  in 
joy  his  goods  aftor  him.  .  .  . 

"But  the  man  of  God  is  not  upon 
fuch  unfartentes :  for  he  leboreth  under 
apromife  of  falvation  w  hich  neithor  f  he 
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flefh  the  world  nor  the  devel  can  take  A  Sermon 
from  him,  and  he  labors  tor  him  felf  '^'^-^l" 
and  not  for  the  man  that  cums  aftor 
him,  but  he  himfelf  fliall  receve  the 
blefing  of  his  labor.  .  .  . 

''I'he  marchant  man  allfo  when  he 
has  ventored  his  eftatc  over  lea  the 
vaieg  being  long:  and  treding  being 
fum  what  dead  his  fhop  then  is  all  moft 
empte,  he  has  onoly  lum  fue  peafes  of 
old  falliind  ftuf  left,  which  none  of  his 
cuftomors  ceares  to  medel  with,  then  he 
is  much  difcureged  fearing  fum  ftorm 
has  met  with  the  ilieps  wherein  his  goods 
is  and  fo  he  fliall  be  a  broken  marchant, 
but  when  the  fhips  com  home  flurifli- 
ing  and  deep  loden  then  the  marchants 
fliop  is  filed  with  new  fafliind  fluf  and 
he  is  prepareed  for  his  culfomors  a  gain, 
then  hecales  in  his  frends  to  make  them 
merry  for  joy  that  he  has  receved  fo 
good  a  retorn,  but  the  man  of  Gods 
condiflion  is  meney  fold  betor  then 
this:  for  though  the  man  of  gods  con- 
difhon  in  weaighting  for  his  retorn  is 
lum  what  like  the  marchants  for  as  he 
faw  himfelf  low  for  want  of  goods  and 
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his  cuftomors  atending  as  they  ufe  to 
to  'Birsi-  Jow,  the  man  of  god  alHb  leas  himfelt 
low  tor  want  or  mekenels,  temporanc 
and  wifdoni  in  the  things  of  God  and 
therefore  eftemes  hinifelf  nuich  unwor- 
thy, but  tor  cunifor  in  this  weaight- 
ing  tow  receve  the  end  ot  his  faith  :  he 
aplyes  himfelf  to  the  holy  fcreptures 
of  truth  and  there  he  findes  a  comfort- 
able promife  made.  .  . 

The  manuscripts  that  are  herein 
printed  are  preserved  at  the  Cabinet  of 
the  Rhode  Island  Historical  Society  in 
Providence.  These  are  all  of  his  writ- 
ings, except  some  official  papers  signed 
by  him,  among  the  archives  ot  the  town 
of  Providence,  that  are  known  to  be 
still  in  existence.

The  same  error  zvas  made  by  Callender  //;  1736, 
and  by  subsequent  writers,  The  word  bollon  //  used 
in  the  sense  of  the  Boston  government,  tJiat  is,  the 
Colony  of  Massachusetts  Bay. 

Tage  1  I  Thomas  Olncy  and  Richard  Waterman  zvere  not 
the  first  to  join  Williams,  but  are  mentioned  by 
Browne  because  of  their  connection  with  the  Bap- 
tist Church. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  this  manuscript 
James  Browne  uses  the  y  form  of  th  only  when  he 
is  copying  from  the  early  records.  In  the  following 
manuscript  he  uses  the  two  forms  interchangeably, 
Moses  Brown  made  several  changes  in  his  grand- 
father'' s  manuscript.  The<e  changes  are  easily  de- 
tected by  the  different  color  of  the  ink  as  zuell  as  by 
the  different  penmanship.  They  consist  in  chan\:^i'!g 
1634  to  1635,  hope  to  hel[)ed,  tel  to  til,  ^;//,/kines 
to  kindncs;  and  also  in  the  addition  t/' Salem  and

This 
last  change  is  one  of  the  earliest  attempts  to  discredit 
Roger  Williams  by  altering  documents.

John  Walton  zcds  a  popular  preacher  j  whose  views  'Pn^^e  i  7 
in  regard  to  the  lading  on  of  hands  and  the  payment  of 
money  to  pastors  did  not  ?/:eet  with  approval  among 
the  conservative  Baptists  of  Providence.  His  chief 
opponents  zuere  T)eacon  Samuel  Winsor,  who  later 
became  pastor  of  the  church  after  the  death  of 
James  Browne,  Cider  Peter  Place  of  Smithfield, 
and  T)eacon  jamcs  King.  James  Browne  held  more 
liberal  ideas  and  was  supported  hy  the  Governor, 
Joseph  Jenckes,  Cider  Daniel  P'isk  <?/  Johnston,

The  feeling  bet-ween  the  liberal  and  strift  Bap- 
tists in  Providence  became  tense  and  reached  its 
climax  at  this  meeting  in  06lober,  1731.  ^fter 
James  Browne's  deatJi  the  striSf  ccnstruetionists 
prevailed  and  ^Deacon  Winsor  was  eleSied  pastor.
